Operations on the rebuilding of the 
first block of York street are now 
under good headway and Pugh and 
Hubbard, the contractors, 
expect to 
put on the first layer of stone either 
Monday or Tuesday. 
With the aid of a big steam roller, 
equipped 
with 
large and heavy 
spikes, the old roadway is torn up 
and then a plough is drawn through 
under the power of the roller. Three, 
strong 
negroes 
manipulate 
the 
plough and the coating of several 
inches of roadway is loosened with­ 
out much difficulty. The m atter thus 
broken up is quickly hauled away 
and the street prepared for further 
treatment. 
On the bed which is prepared by 
the removal of the old surface is to 
be placed a four inch layer of 2-inch 
stone. This is rolled with the steam 
roller and a coating of hot tarvia is 
then poured on. This variety of tar­ 
via is considerably thicker than the 
kind used for laying the street dust 
and effectively binds the stones to­ 
gether. A second coating of stones 
follows, this time \-in c h stone being 
used to fill up whatever depressions 
remained in the first and heavier lay­ 
er. Again the roller does 
its 
work 
and hot tarvia is poured on. The road­ 
way is completed with a 
final coat­ 
ing of Vt*-inch stone rolled. 
The street is expected to be dust­ 
less and to last for a number of years 
without any 
repair. 
The 
tramping 
out of holes near the curb is to be 
prevented by 
the 
removal 
of 
the 
hitching posts in the 
gutters, 
the 
substitution of other posts on the 
curb, and 
brick 
work 
where 
the 
horses will stand. A concrete private 
crossing is also to be removed in or­ 
der to prevent any 
bump 
at 
that 
point. There will be no need what­ 
ever of crossings upon completion of 
the street. 
Residents of this block 
who 
con­ 
tributed to the improvement are add­ 
ing to the 
general 
appearance 
of 
things by rebuilding their pavements 
and bringing them up to the grade 
of the uniform curb, fiome of the new 
pavements are of concrete and others 
of brick but all 
are 
at 
the 
same 
grade, making a vast change for the 
better. 
If the new street 
is 
satisfactory 
and stands up under heavy traffic it 
is 
highly 
probable 
that 
further 
work of the same kind will be done 
in other sections of town.

KEEPING THE HORSE 


IN GOOD HEALTH 


TU caring for the horse it is impor­ 
tant that food, light and ventilation re 
ceive due consideration, says the Iowa 
Homestead. 
The first thing will be the watering. 
The water from a good well Is all right 
if the water is pure and situated in a 
place that keeps it so. 
Water is a 
source which contributes to disease by 
carrying the disease exciting organisms 
such us fungi 
Diseases such as stran­ 
gles and distemper are often carried 
through water 
The wells should be 
sixty feet or deeper and the area sur 
rounding them free from any low 
places or manure drains. 
Impure 
water is very dangerous to stock, and 
so Is running water where sewers etup 
ty into It 
Bacteria from different dis­ 
eases may get into the water and bs 


t ou no not want too mucu or too little 
light 
The windows should be placed 
as high as the horses’ heads or a trifle 
higher and at the right angle so as not 
to allow the tight to strike the horse* 
directly in the eyes.

We should have good air in our 
bams, as It Is essential to the health 
of the horse.
